“This is made necessary by the Supreme 
court decision that gives county equalization 
boards the power to sit in capital stock hear- 
fags.

“Not only did I never know anything of 
such a request being made, but my published 
lettere and telegrams show that when the 
rumor that there had been a contribution 
reached me I acted at once, reiterating my - 
demand again and again that the money 
should be immediately returned if it had 
been given, and being assured by Mr. Cor- 
telyou that the money had not been received 
and would not be received. 


Says Assertions Are Disproved. 

„Therefore, even on the assumption that 
Mr. Archbold is telling the truth, his testi- 
mony, so far as I am concerned, consists of 
the repetition of hearsay assertions, which 
were instantly disproved by the production of 
my letters and telegrams. 

„1 wish to reiterate that until Mr. Pen- 
rose made his speech I never had heard et 
suggested that Mr. Archbold had con- 
tributed to the campaign or been the means 
through hie any contributions had deen 


made. 
“ But I do not for one moment believe Mr. 


Archbold's testimony is truthful. He ap- 
parently possesses such a moral stand that 
he does not understand the infamous accu- 
gation he is making against Mr. Bliss. 


Takes Up Bliss Charges. 

“Mr. Bliss is now dead. But during the 
seven years that elapsed before Mr. Blies“ 
death after Mr. Archbold claims he made 
the contribution in question Mr. Archbold 
never brought up any statement of this kind 

„He now says that Mr. Blise warned him 
that he was making a serious mistake in not 
contributing the extra amount of money, 
and that later on, when the a@ministration 
began to deal with the Standard Oi? people, 
Mr. Bliss said it would have been different 
if they had done as he asked them. 

“This is an assertion that Mr. Bliss was 
deliberately trying to blackmall the Stand- 
ard Oli into contributing, by scarcely veiled 
threats as to what would happen H they did 
not contribute, and that Mr. Bliss in effect 
told them efterward that if they had con- 
tributed the administration would no have 
proceeded against them for violating the 
law~—for this was all the administration did. 


‘Wicked Aseault on Dead Man. 
“This is a wicked assault on a dead man 
whose high standing and probity was such 
that no human being who was himself hon- 


est would ever impute evil motives to him. 
Mr. Bliss was incapable of conduct such 


as Mr. Archbold imputee to him. And I 
cannot too strongly denounce the Baseness 
of making such an attack upon an honora- 
die man who is now dead and who Mr. Arch- 
bold never ventured to assail while living. 

Moreover, Mr. Archbol shows perfectly 
clearly, as publiahed reports say, that his 
corporation had contributed in order to get 
value for its gift and that the gift was made 
with the expectation of receiving a proper 
consideration. 

I do net for one moment believe that 
Mr. ‘Blise made any such remarks to Mr. 
Archbold as Mr. Archbold says. 

„ For example, Mr. Archbold states that 
he and the late H H. Rogers visited me 
at the White House and that I then re- 
marked to them that there had been some 
criticiams about campaign contributions. 
This is a falsehood. Neither on that occa- 
sion nor on any other occasion was one word 
‘pala either by me to Mr. Archbold or by Mr. 
Archbold to me about campaign contribu- 
tions. 


Protest Against U. . Action. 

‘Mr. Rogers and Mr. Archbold called on 
that occasion to protest against any govern- 
ment action being taken against the Stand- 
ard Ol] company. This was one of a number 
of calls which Mr. Archbold made on me to 
try to prevent action against the Standard 
Oll company by the bureau of corporations 
under the department of the interior and by 
the department of justice. 

„If Mr: Archbold had really believed that 
Mr. Blles had told him that I knew of any 
contributions by Standard Oil or had felt that 
he was jeopardized by having refused to 
make a contribution or was entitled to im. 
munity for having made one he would cer- 
tainly in one of those calls have said as much. 


He never broached the subject. 


"He merely said over and over again that 
Mr. Garfield and Mr. H. K. Smith were treat- 
ing him unfairly, and he denied again and 
again that the Standard Of] ever got any 
rebates or ever did anything that was not ab- 
solutely proper. 

„And he would keep on with these denials, 
even when I would tell him that I had in 
my possession reports from the bureau of 
corporations and the secretary of the interior 
which conclusively showed that the Stand- 
ard Oil had been taking rebates on the larg- 
est possible scale. 

Says Dead Is Accused. 

“Inasmuch as Mr. Archbold does not tell 
the truth in hie Interview with me, I have 
no doubt that he does not tell the truth about 
the man who is dead, and who, living, he 
never dared to accuse as he now accuses 
him. 

„Mr. Bliss never spoke to me about ask 
ing or receiving a contribution from any one, 
and he never before or after the election 
gaid anything to me about my conduct 
towards corporations except to say that he 
knew I would act fairly and justly towards 
all; and I told him that I should newer dream 
of acting any other way. 

„Neither Mr. Bliss nor any one else ever 
suggested or hinted at, in any shape or way, 
the idea that I should take or refrain from 
taking any action in connection any 
corporation because of any contribution 
whatsoever. 

Never Heard of Contribution. 

“Specifically, he never said one word to 
me about any contribution from the Stand- 
ard Oli corporation and never sald one word 
to me about proceeding or not proceeding 
against the Standard Oll corporation. 

“TI saw Mr. Archbold agafn and again 
while the department of justice was con- 
templating proceedings against him (always 
at Mr. Archbold’s request, of course), listened 
to all he had to say and heard him repeat 
the same statements over and over again 
when I was entirely convinced that they 
were false, and directed the attorney general 
to proceed only when it had become evident 
that Mr. Arehbold had nothing to tell me 
which would give any warrant for direct- 
ing the attorney general not to act. 

“During all that time neither Mr. Arch- 
bold nor any one else ever hinted to me 
that the Standard Oil people had contributed 
or that there was any expectation by any

COLONEL TO TAKE STAND? 
IBT ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—It is believed 
tonight that Col. Roosevelt will take the 
stand within a few days before the senate 
subcommittee to answer the charges made 
today by John D. Archbold that Mr. Roose- 
velt had knowledge of the use of Standard 
Oll money in his campaign of 1904. 

The committee was divided tonight over its 

future course of action. Upon the arrival 
tomorrow of Senator Luke Lea, onejoffthe 
&bsent Democratic members of the commit- 
tee, a meeting will be held to determine 
whom to call and where the next meeting ie 
to be held. 
Several members of the subcommittee fa- 
vor transferring the hearings at once to New 
Fork, where Col. Roosevelt, George W. Per- 
kins, George B. Cortelyou, and members of 
the Standard Oll company’s board of direc- 
tors might testify. 


See Clear Cut Issue. 

‘The statement made today by John D. 
Archbold, financial head of the Standard 
Oil company, made a clear cut issue be- 
tween him and Col. Roosevelt, according 
to members of the subcommittee, who would 
discuss the matter tonight. 

Archbold testifidd that his understanding 
that Col. Roosevelt knew about and indorsed 
the Standard Oi) contributions came through 
former Treasurer Cornelius N. Bliss of the 
Republican national committee, who is dead. 

If Mr. Cortelycu is recalled, it will be to 
explain the statements made by Mr. Arch- 
bold, that Mr. Cortelyou, chairman of the 
national committee, knew of and sanctioned 
the Standard Oil contributions. 

The committee is authorized to continue 
its session after the adjournment of con- 
gress and the conclusion of the session to- 
morrow will not interfere with the imme- 
diate summoning of other witnesses. 
Archbold Takes the Stand. 

Mr. Archbold appeared at the hearing room 
half an hour before the appointed time and 
chatted with Sema tor Clapp and Senator 
Jones. Senator Penrose appeared ten min- 
utes after Mr. Archbold arrived. Megsen- 
gers were hurried out to get Senators Oliver 
and Pomerene, who were to sit as members 
of the committee. 

Finally the committee assembled. Mr. Arch- 
Bold was sworn. and Senator Clapp asked him 
what contribution the Standard Oil company 
hed made to the campaign of 1904. 

„We made two contributions to the Repub- 
lican campaign in 1904, one to Cornelius N. 
Bliss of $100,000, and the other to Senator 
Penrose of $25,000," replied Mr. Archbold. 
„Do you know when the contribution of 
$100,000 to the Republican campaign fund 
was made?” asked Senator Clapp.

Pomerene Questions Witness.

Mr. Archbold said that he had 
taiked with Mr. Bliss about it a week prior 
to the time he gave the money. 

“Who wag present at the interview?“ asked 
Senator Pomerene. 

Mr. Archbold’s recollection was that Mr.

We discussed the platform and the indi- 
viduals, he added. 

“What was said about Mr. Roosevelt?“ 
asked Senator Pomerene. - 

“Mr. Bliss told us of his attitude toward 
business interests.

Returns to Penrose $25,000, 
Senator Pomerene asked about the $25,000 
contribution through Senator Penrose to the 
Fennsylvania state committee and if Mr. 
Archbold talked to Senator Penrose about 
Col. Roosevelt's attitude in regard to busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Archbold said he undoubtedly had 
asked Senator Penrose about Mr. Roosevelt's 
attitude on the tariff. 

Questioned about the date of the contribu- 
tion through Senator Penrose, Mr. Archbold 
said he had been unable to find any record of 
the printed letter purporting to show how he 
had sent the money to the Pennsylvania sen- 
ator.

Dick and Scott Meeting on Fire, 

Senator Pomerene cross examined Mr. 
Archbold in regard to meeting former Sen- 
ators Dick of Ohio and Scott of West Vir- 
ginta in New York. Mr. Archbold said that 
the meeting must have been merely casual, 

Senator Pomerene asked the witness if he 
remembered Judge Parker making a charge 
that Col. Roosevelt was being aided by great 
corporations during the campaign of 1904; 
and the denials made to that charge.

Says Cortelyou Was Absent. 

Senator Oliver then took the witness In 
charge. He drew from Mr. Archbold the 
statement that the $25.000 given to Senator 
Penrose was a political contribution, and not 
for personal service in private or public life. 

Senator Oliver insisted on knowing whether 
Chairman George B. Cortelyou of the Re- 
publican national committee had any deal- 
ings with Mr. Archbold ‘In regard to the con- 
tribution. Finally Mr. Archbold said: 

„It you insist, I must tell you that when 
the question of the second contribution came 
up Mr. Bliss said he want@i Mr. Cortelyou 
to meet me for further talk about a contri- 
bution. On the date of the engagement Mr. 
Bliss came alone. He said: 

As you see, I am here alone. Mr. Cor- 
telyou did not think it was advisable for him 
to come, and said for me to tell you that 
anything I said was said for him, and that 
I could say what was desired as well as he.. 


Believed Colonel Knew of $100,000, 

Senator Jones tried to pin Mr. Archbold 
down to a statement as to whether he knew 
that Col. Roosevelt knew of the first con- 
tribution of $100,000 made py the Standard 
Oil company. Mr. Archbold finally sald that 
Mr. Bliss had informed him that Mr. Roose- 
velt and Mr. Cortelyou were both cognizant 
of the condition under which the contribu- 
tlon had been made. 

Senator Jones referred again to the Har- 
riman contribution. Mr. Archbold said he 
talked to Harriman himself about the con- 
tribution, that Harriman had insisted it had 
been requested. 

Did you ever receive a letter from Col. 
Roosevelt thanking you for your contribu- 
tion? asked Senator Jones. 

No; before he came to that, he had de- 
cided om another course, according to-the 
correspondence ag published—that Is, the 
alleged letter written by Roosevelt to Cor- 
telyou.” 

“Outrageous attacks on the Standard 
Oil company, Mr. Archbold repeated, dated 
gin ea the refusal of the further contribution 
of $15 : 

He that at length the prosecutions of 
the Standard Oil company during the Roose- 
velt administration and referred particularly 


to a rebating tase at Buffalo, N. Y. He said 


that the United States attorney at Buffalo 
notified Washington officials that there was 
no merit in the case to justify indictments. 

“I am told,” he said, that the word that 
went back from Washington was, ‘ Damn the 
merit. Get the indictment.’ ”’ 

Mr. Archbold told of visiting President 
Roosevelt at the White House some time later 
in company with the late H. H. Rogers 

“The campaign was only casually men- 
tioned,” he said. ‘“ The president said there 
had been gome criticism of campaign contri- 
butions, but that that could not be avoided.” 


Penrose Adds a Request. 

Senator Penrose requested that Mr. Arch- 
bold be instructed by the committee to 
search his office files for all documentary 
evidence bearing on the case, particularly for 
the receipt which he had said he received from 
Mr. Bliss for the $100,000 contribution. He 
also requested that Archbold request his 
associates at the board meetings which con- 
sidered the contribution question in 1904 to 
hold themselves at the disposal of the com- 
mittee. 

“William Rockefeller, who is in precarious 
health, is about the only member of the 
board besides myself who was present. re- 
plied Archbold. ‘‘Three members of that 
board, Mr. Rogers, Mr. Tilford, and Mr. 
Barstow, died in 1900. 

The Standard Ol man turned suddenly to 
Chairman Clapp. 

“They were worried to death,” he de 
clared., 

Mr. Archbold agreed to make the search 
for the papers and to produce them before 
the committee, if available upon his re- 
turn from Europe in about three weeks. He 
leaves the United States tomorrow. 


Believes $25,000 Letter Forgery. 

Senator Clapp produced a magazine article 
containing a series of letters purporting to 
have been written by Archbold to Senator 
Penrose 

Archbold declared that the letter which 
mentioned $25 000 sent to Penrose seemed to 
ve a forgery. ‘“ The signature is very un- 
like my own, he said. 

Both Senators Penrose and Oliver joined 
Mr. Archbold in a protest aga!nat thé recent 
publication in a magazine of Mr. Archbold’s 
letter to Mr. Stone, former Meutenant gov- 
ernor and representative in congress from 
Pennsylvania. 

This letter was written in 1888 and referred 
to a $2,000 contribution. Mr. Archbold spoke 
of Mr. Stone as a splendid type of man, and 
an old friend.“ Senator Oliver interrupted 
to say that he died only last week and Sen- 
ator Penrose from the other side of the room 
exclaimed: 

“Tt is a desecration to print Mr. 
name in this way!“ 

The committee diecuesed examining Mr. 
Archbold in regard to letters recently pub- 
Mshed in a magaziné without announcing its 
decision. Senator Clapp excused Mr. Arch- 
bold from further testimony today on condi- 
tion that he would be subject to being re- 
called in October after his return from abroad. 


Understood Roosevelt Knew It. 

When Senator Penrose resumed the stand 
he introduced into the record the statement 
regarding the 328000 contribution to the 
Pennsylvania campaign fund of 1904 by John 
D. Archbold and the contribution of §100.000 
to the national campaign fund, which he 
made Wednesday in the Senate. He said he 
had Drackidally nothing to acd to that, but 
would "answer any questions. 

Senator Penrose gaid he had been given to 
understand at the time that Col. Roosevek 
knew of the contribution of $100,000 to the 
national campaign fund by the Standard on 
company and of the demand for further con- 
tributions.

Senator Pomerene asked Senator Penrose 
about the report of the industrial commise- 
sion, which, according to one of the Archbold 
letters, was sent to Archbold in advance.

Penrose, and I have no way of telling 
whether it was or not, it was probably one of 
some hundreds sent to Pennsytvanians who 
had testified before the commission. I make 
it a practice. to sene data to citizens of the 
state who are interested. It wae sentas D 
might send information to John Mitchell or 
any other labor leader if he asked for tt.” 

Senator Penrose said he had little to do with 
the report of the commissiofi and attended 
few of fts meetings. 

He declared that he received no contribu- 
tions other than the single one of $25,000 from 
the Standard Ol company in 1904 and he re- 
ceived none in the 1908 campaign. 

Was that $25,000 solely for political pur- 
poses? asked Senator Oliver. 

Les: it was used to poll the largest possi- 
ble Republican vote in Pennsylvania.”’ 

Senator Penrose after about an hour’s ex- 
amination was excused; He announced his 
willingness to return to the stand at any time. 


FLINN ASKS FULL INQUIRY. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 23.—[{Spectal. ]—Sen- 
ator William Flinn today answered the 
threat to drag him before a committee of 
the United States senate to testify concern- 
ing the Roosevelt primarr campaign ex- 
penses in Pennsylvania with a challenge to 
make a wide open inquiry into the campaign 
expenses in Pennsylvania for years back. 

He said he will demand an accounting of 
funds supplied the Pennsylvania Republicen 
organization by the liquor Interests of the 
state.

107. When any difficulty arises between 
the members of any local division of this 
association and their employers, regard- 
ing wages, hours of labor, or any other 
question that may result in a strike or 
lockout, the dispute shal! first be taken up 
by the executive board of the local divi-., 
sion, or by a committee appointed by the 
divigion for that purpose, and they shall 
make a thorough investigation, and seek, 
through conferences with the company, 
to get the matter satisfactorily adjusted. 
The committee shall, after having fin- 
ished the work of negotiating with the 
company, submit a full report to a meet- 
ing of the division.

The coroner's offices of Cook county and of 
Lake county, Ind., yesterday began what 
it is promised will be a thorough investiga- 
tion into the charges that persons have died 
mysteriously tn dives at West Hammond. 

Two cases already have been taken up.

It is as- 
serted that after the bodies had been taken 
to the morgue marks of the morphine needle 
were found. ; 

An eutopsy has been performed on the 
body of Messmaker, but the report of the 
chemists has not yet been made. The body 
of the Harrison girl may be exhumed. 


_ Physician Talks of Cases. 

The death certificates in each case were 
signed by Dr. Andrew Hoffman and both 
gave the cause as alcoholism. Hoffman in- 
sisted yesterday the cause of death was alco- 
holism and he denied there were marks of 
needie punctures on the bodies. He also said 
$80 had been found in the pockets of Mess- 
maker. 

The bodies of the two dive victims were 
buried by Charles Miedow, a West Hammond 
undertaker, under death’ certificates fur- 
nished by Dr. Hoffman. The expenses of the 
funerals were paid by a subscription taken up 
among the keepers of West Hammond dives. 

Messmaker’s widow insistae he was mur- 
dered. She has employed F. C. Probber, a 
Dalton (Iik.) attorney, to make an investiga- 
tion.

$1,892,100, and no question has ever been 
raised as to the honesty of the expenditure 
of a single dollar. 


Growth in State Charities. 

During the last year of Gov. Altgeld’s 
administration the total mumber of persons 
cared for by the state charities admimistra - 
tion was 8,831. The number in our eighteen 
state charitabie institutions cn Aug. 1, 1912. 
wes 17,802. Permanent improvements have 
been made during my administration in these 
institutions, aggregating $4,616,670. 

The growth and expansion of the func- 
tions of the University of Illinois has called 
for larger appropriations. Under Gov. Alt- 
geld's administration there was appropriated 
for the University of Illinois for the first two 
years $354.700; for the second two years, 
$427,000. During my administration the gen- 
eral assembly has appropriated for the Uni- 
versity of Illinois for the first two years 
$2,463,500; for the second two years, $3,714, - 
300,

„ Those who are familiar with the provi- 
sions of the constitution limiting amend- 
ments to one article at one time and the difi- 
culty of submitting amendments and having 
them adopted by the people,” continued the 
governor, “ would think the contract which 
the Bull Moose party seeks to enter into with 
the people is not for a term of four fears but 
a ninety-nine year lease. The very state- 
ment of the program shows the utter futility 
of ite promised accomplishment.

The price exacted 
of us for their support was treason -to our 
own party. We were to keep on the livery 
of the Republican party but were to be in 
the actual service of a party bent on destroy- 
ing it.”

The ina uguration ot a movement to bring 
into the Wilson camp 1,000,000 liberal Repub- 
can voters was made public yesterday by 


Senator T. P. Gore of the Wilson campaign 


bureau with the announcement that Rudolph 
Spreckels of San Francisco had agreed to 
become the head of the organization. It will 
be known as the Wilson National Progressive 
Republican league. 

Mr. Spreckels supported Senator La Fol- 
lette in the pre-convention fight. 

It also was announced that John J. Blaine, 
former chairman of the Kepublican state 
committee of Wisconsin and a former La 
Follette HMeutenant, had agreed to lend his 
support to the movement. 


Dixon Only Mildly Interested. 

Senator Joseph M. Dixon, director of the 
national Progressive campaign, evinced only 
mild interest in the efforts of the Demo- 
crats to win over the liberal Republicans. 

„This apparently is an effort by the Demo- 
cratic leaders to preserve the Republican 
party from complete annfbilation,”’ he said. 
It is a peculiar demonstration of a bipar- 
tisan political machine when the leaders of 
the Democratic machine seek to save the Re- 
publican party from sulcide. According to 
their announcement they have won over two 
Republicans.“ 

Senator Gore was notified by Mr. Spreckels 
during the afternoon that he would organize 
the Wilson Republicans in the west at 
once, will then come to Chicago for simi- 
lar work, after which he will extend his op- 
eration to New York. 


Telegram from Spreckels.

Widow, at Age of 95, Lives at Masonic 
Home in Mattoon. ° 


In the Masonic-home for the aged in Mat- 
toon, III., resides Mrs. John F. Foss, weighed 
down with 95 years of life and the serrow 
over the death of her husband Mr. Foss 
died Aug. 10. The ol people had been in 
root financial circumstances for several 
vears. Since 1905 there has been pending in 
the Illinois courts a suit for the recovery of 
15 per cent of = $35,000,000 stock of the 
People’s Gas sight and Coke company. 

A fractional pare of the settlement would 
have made the old people wealthy. Mr. Foss 
was one of the organizers of the Peoples 
compeny, and it was through his agency that 
the bill was passed by the legislature mak- 
ing the company’s franchise perpetuai. The 
suit has been delayed by the entanglement 
of the courts, and to his death Mr Foss re- 
ceived no share of the capital stock of the 


company. 


Separates Old Couple. 

His death probably separates the oldest 
couple in the United States and takes away 
one of Chicago's pioneers. Mrs. Foes made 
the trip from Mattoon and will attend the 
funerai of her husband today. The ceremo- 
nies will take place in the Rosehill cemetery 
chapel at 1:30 o'clock this afternoon under 
the auspices of Oriental lodge No. 33, A. F. 
and A. M., and Chicago lodge No. 56, L O. 

F. 
* Foss was born July 28, 1816, at Bow 
Bend, now Stratham, N. H. In his youth he 
became an engineer and machinist. He re- 
moved to Chicago May 1, 1840. With Mat- 

thew Laflin and others Mr. Foss organised 
the waterworks company and erected a 
pumping station on the northeast corner of 
Michigan avenue and Lake street. Later he 
laid the first water pipes of Chicago—#edar 
jogs with their centers knocked out and a 
wooden tubes joined together wit oe yam 
iron. He was also engineer on the rain 
to cross the lake trestie on the Illinois Cen- 
tral right of way. 

Planing Mill. 

He opened a planing mill at the northwest 
corner of Madison and Market streets, which 
burned in 1848. Then he erected another 
mill at Canal and ‘Monroe streets. Mr. Foss

Attacks were made on the er park com- 
mission by Henry W. Lee, consulting engi- 
neer for the Greater Chicago federation, and 
Seéretary Deuther, in which it was declared 
the board pursued clandestine methods ip 
its course for the proposed site. 

Mr. Payne demanded to know who are the 
constituents of the Greater Chicago fed- 
eration, who are opposing the location of 
the institution on the lake front. 

„The Greater Chicago federation is. com- 
posed of many of the leading civic organiza- 
tions of the city. We are for the good of 
Chicago and do not want to see the lake 
harbor obstructed,“ replied Secretary 
Deuther.

The company Mso bought up tax titles in 
the Hackensack Meadows for about $1,500,000 
and mortgaged them for $350,000 in 1910, 
The Hackensack and Rye properties were 
used up in making tables to show that the 
company’s assets were $1,850,088.

Strain into an eight gallon keg 
through fine sieve of cheesecloth. Then add 
sugar, molasses, and one tablespoonful of salt.

Bung up, set 
in a cool place for a week; draw off first glass 
and you will find you have something worth 
having.

That is the title of an editorial which has 
appeared annually in Tus Tripune for a 
good many years. In Evanston they are 
doing better than that; they are teaching 
girls to swim, too. At the Patten gym- 
nasium there are 200 little girle from 12 
years down that swim like little fishes. 

So we are going to change the title of our 
annual editorial to Teach Your Children 
to Swim.” Do. It may save their lives; 
and it will positively make them happier 
and healthier. 


WISNER ON THE LAKE LEVEL. 

Engineer Wisner of the drainage board 
called the attention of Secretary of War 
Stimson to the fact that the level of the 
great lakes has raised at least one footin the 
last year. 

The observation is a timely one, as the 
secretary of war is even now considering 
the application of the sanitary district for 
permission to withdraw 10,000 cubic feet of 
water per second from the lake. 

The opponents of this measure made much 
capital last year over the fact that the lake 
was some seven inches lower than it had 
been for a period of years before that, and 
blamed this lowering upon the Chicago 
drainage canal. : 

The fact was, as everybody knows, that 
the rainfall last year and the year before 
Was exceedingly low. To the lack of rain- 
fall and nothing else was due the low water 
in the great lakes. To the increasing rain- 
fall and nothing else is due the high water 
in the great lakes this year. 

Opposition to the withdrawal of water 
to the Chicago drainage canal is not based 
on any fear of lowering the lake level, but 
ig based on the fear that it will create a 
navigable waterway between the great 
lakes and the Mississippi river, which pub- 
lie necessity is opposed by a few powerful 
igterests. 


THE NEGRO. BUSINESS LEAGUE. 

The National Negro Business league, 
which held its thirteenth annual conven- 
tion this week in Chicago, is one of several 
means which Dr. Booker T. Washington, 
its founder and president, has devised to en- 
courage and direct his people in their efforts 
to help themselves. This league, which was 
organized in Boston twelve years ago, has 
now extended. its influence through local 
leagues to nearly every part of the United 
States where there are any considerable 
number of colored people living. It has local 
organizations in thirty-two states, and in 
ten southern states these loca] leagues have 
united to form state organizations. 

In 1906 there was organized, in close 
affiliation with the business league, the Na- 
tional Negro Bankers’ association. This 
was followed by the organization of the 
Negro Press association and the Negro Bar 
association, each of which organizations 
holds its sessions separately but in connec- 
tion with the meetings of the league. 

Some notion of the variety and genera! 
character of the work and influence of these 
subsidiary organizations may be gathered 
from the recently issued twelfth annual 
report. At the last meeting of the league, 
for example, a delegate from St. Denis, Md., 
which seems to be a little country village in 
the midst of a rich truck farming country, 
reported that the members of the local or- 
ganization at that place—most of whom, like 
himself, were prosperous farmers—had or- 
ganized the previous year an association for 
coéperative buying, and had made a saving 
the first year of $300 in the cost of fertilizer 
alone. This first attempt at codperative 
buying had been so successful that they 
proposed to do the same thing on a grander 
scale the following year. It has been fre- 
quently suggested that cotperative asso- 
elations such as exist among the small farm- 
ers in every part of Europe might offer a 
solution of the problem of the negro farmer 
in the south, but this is the first instance of 
which we have any report where the ex- 

' periment has been tried. 

Another delegate from the little negro 
town of Boley, Okla., which claims the dis- 
tinction of having a population of 4,000 with- 
out a single white inhabitant, reported that 
the business league at that place was doing 
the work of a chamber of commerce, It was 
advertising the town throughont the south, 
promoting immigration, assisting in the es- 
tablishment of new enterprises, and in gen- 

eral] promoting the business interests of the 

-. town. Boley already has a waterworks 
stem, an electric lighting plant, four cot 

‘ ton gins, not to speak of five churches and 
. “Aer and continues to grow 
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Boies Penrose, standing at the switch - 
board, has tamed on more light than he in- 
tended. 

The light should be kepton. The switch 
should be thrown wide open. 

The senate is adjourning. Its committee 
should remain at its important work. There 
is no more pressing service in the country 
today than this may bemade. The commit- 
tee should be instructed to uncover the 
whole machinery of Standard Oil politics. 
It should be fully empowered. It should 
have counsel skilled in examination. It 
should have all necessary assistance and a 
sufficient appropriation to make its work ef- 
fective. 

Having been led to the threshold of the 
truth, the American people will demand 
that the senate shall go on and at once to 
a thorough clarification. 

No matter how tainted the source, how 
colored and trimmed and garbled the re- 
port, let us have all we can get without 
check. Already we have had testimony of 
great interest before congressional commit- 
tees. We have had the Penrose-Archbold 
correspondence, and now we have Senator 
Penrose’s personal authoritative statement 
of the contribution of Standard Oil to the 
Republican national campaign fund in 
1904 and to Senator Penrose’s Pennsylvania 
fund. 

There is Witness John D. Archbold. More 
even than Senator Penrose, Mr. Archbold 
can tell us. Already he has testified. But 
that was but a glimpse he has given us. 
He has testified that in 1904 Standard Oi! 
contributed $100,000 to the Republican na- 
tional fund, and $25,000 Mr. Archbold paid 
to Senator Penrose. Hearst’s Maga rine has 
published a letter which seems to have 
accompanied this latter payment. Its 
phraseology is too sinister in its implication 
for either Mr. Archbold or Senator Penrose 
to be content with the very halting com- 
ment they have made upon it. Mr. Arch- 
bold does not think it is genuine. Senator 
Penrose hints that it is a forgery. The fact 
should be established. 

And this is not the only letter of Mr. Arch- 
bold or purporting to be Mr. Archbold’s 
which is crying to heaven for explanation. 
There are letters to men potent in the af- 


fairs of politics, letters involving other men,

[ID the United States ever plan to kid- 

nap the late Queen Victoria? Lask the 

question because of a statement con- 

tained in the diaries of her brother-in- 

law, the late Duke Ernest of Saxe-Co- 

burg-Gotha, one of the most liberal and 

shrewdest sovereigns of the smaller German 
states, 

Everybody knows, of course, that in the 
beginning of 1802 England and the United 
States were on the brink of war over the 
Trent affair. The prince consort had just 
died at Windsor and his elder brother, Duke 
Ernest, had come over from Coburg for the 
funeral, 


* 
Immediately after the obsequies the wid- 
owed queen, accompanied by the duke, pro- 
ceeded to her Isle ef Wight residence at Os- 
borne, the lawns of which slope down to the 
seashore. 

According to the duke's diary, two days 
after the arrival of the queen an American 
man of war appeared upon the scene and, ig- 
noring the requirements of international 
comity, cast anchor within a prohibited dis- 
tance of the beach in full sight of the win- 
dows of Osborne and within easy gunshot, 

So threatening did the queen and those 
about her consider the situation that the 
palace. guards were strongly reinforced, 
while two English frigates were hurried over 
from Portsmouth to station themselves in 
the uninvited visitor's immediate Vicinity. 

According to the duke the intentions of the 
American vessel were obviously menacing, 
and he seeme te think that had the Trent 
difficulty developed, as everybody expected, 
into war, the seizure of Queen Victoria by a 
coup de main might have been attempted. 

Fortunately the trouble between the two 
countries was emoothed over, mainly if not 
entirely by Queen Victoria herself, who over- 
ruled her pugnaciously inclined ministers in 
the matter, and the warship departed.

It was only from that time forward that 
a British stationalire was always posted 
as a guard ship off Osborne when the late 
queen was in residence there. 

It speaks volumes for the desire of the Dng- 
lish reigning house to cultivate American 
friendship that the intruding vessels should 
not have been requested to move on and 
that no reference to this remarkableincident 
should ever have been made in the various 
biographies, publications, and memoirs au- 
thorized by Queen Victoria and Edward VII. 

It must be remembered that the reminis- 
cences of English statesmen have to undergo 
a species of royal censorship prior to their 
appearance in type. 

Duke Ernest was naturally independent of 
this and in his later years was somewhat 
estranged from his English sister-in-law. He 
therefore published in his diaries a number 
of things that she would never have Allowed 
in English print, and it is to these volumes 
that 1 am indebted for the above curious 
piece of en

That Hereward played a great role in re- 
sisting the Norman invaders during the years 
following the battle of Hastings ie likewise 
a matter of historie record. 

There is, though, absolutely nothing to 
prove that the family of Sir Hereward Wake 
has the alightest connection save by accident 
of name with Earl Leofric’s son.

The pretensions of the Wake family of the 
present day in this matter have been ridi- 
euled and exploded by Prof. Freeman, the 
historian, by Horace. Round, and by the 
leading English genealogists and students 
of ancestral lore. 

Prof. Freeman, indeed, in articles contrib- 
uted forty-five years ago to the London Sat- 
urday Review, to the Contemporary Review, 
and to other publications, bitterly assails 
Kingsley for having in his nove) described 
Hereward as the ancestor of the Wake fam- 
ily and for having been the first to attribute 
to his hero the heraldic device known as the 
“Wake knot,”’ which figures in its coat of 
arms. 

This paragraph of Kingsley is especially 
attacked by Freeman as à mad escapade 
in twisting the hero of the novel, the re- 
nowned Hereward, into a peg on which to 
hang an ordinary Northampton family 
named Wake or Jones.“ 

The statement of the Duke of Norfolk, 
England's premier peer, that he is descended 
from the same Hereward is recorded in the 
Almanach de Gotha, where the Howards are: 
given as Maison feodale Anglo-Saxonne que 
l'on fait remonter A Leofrick, Comte de Mer- 
a.,“ The claims of the family of the late 
Dr. Temple are equally baseless with those 
of the present day Wekes and cannot be u 
tained.

We ask this question because Washing- 
ton avenue was, after being excavated, 
rolled with a steam roller before any con- 
crete was laid, whereas Madison avenue 
was laid with concrete on the loose sand 
without any tamping even whatever— 
after merely the leveling off to obtain 
grade. Furthermore, any observer, lay- 
man or engineer, will observe at a glance 
that much more cement has been used in 
the concrete on Washington avenue than 
on Madison avenue. On the former the 
surface presents a homogeneous mass of 
concrete, even and without holes, while 
on Madison avenue the proportion of 
stone used was so great that in many 
places one could almost pry up stones 
with a stick. The work on Madison ave. 
nue so far therefore appears to be inferior 
tothaton Washington avenue. 

Another question is, How long will it be 
before the blocks will be laid?“ 

Another matter: On Madison avenne 
the sidewalks are along the edge of the 
street, with grass plots between the 
walks and the houses. It seems that the 
city owns back some nifie or ten feet from 
the walks. Recently some one came along 
and informed the property owners that 
they had twenty-four hours in which to 
take down the little fences which they 
had erected to protect the grass plots. 

Now, here is the question: After the 
owners have for years cared for and cul- 
tivated these tracts, can a contractor or 
some other city agent come along and 
make them take down the fences, with 
probably the intention of later piling the 
wooden blocks upon the grass plots in- 
stead of along the walks? The fences 
are neither unsightly nor do they incon- 
venience any one and it seems very poor 
encouragement for civic improvement if 
these people can at will take up fences 
and pile blocks on the grass when there 
is room on the walks—just because the 
city happens to own back from the street 
a little. 

Will you please have the above ques- 
tions answered and oblige 

A RESIDENT. 

We have a report from our street engineering 
éivision which shows that Madison avenue was 
subgraded before the last of June and three weeks 
later the concrete was laid. It is a sandy sub- 
soil and was thoroughly flooded before any concrete 
was laid. This rendered it more compact than any 
steam roller could have done. 

The stone and screenings used on Madison ave- 
nue were from a different quarry than those used 
on Washington avenue, and do got fish ae well, 
although they make as good concrete. 

In both improvements one barrel of cement to 
three of sand and six of stone were used in mizing 
the concrete, We are positive about this, and our 
records will bear this out. The writer ie mistaken 
when he states that more cement was used on 
Washington everue than on Madison avenue.

It was sad news for Chicago baseball fans 


that came over the wires yesterday from 
Pittsburgh. By beating the Pirates twice 
while the Cubs were having a day of rest the 
New York Giants gained a full game on Chi- 
cago and now are leading once more by five 
full games. 

While the doings of that one day brought 
despair, Manager Chance made.a statement 
while sitting at the ticker in the Cubs’ down- 
town office that is quite encouraging. He 
said only a few words, but when those words 
are combined with a lot of figures they mean 
considerable. 

“TI can see no reason, sald Chance, “ why 
the Cubs cannot go from now to the close of 
the season at the same pace they have been 
going since July 4.” 

Cubs Make Big Gain. 


Immediately we got busy with the records 


: of the Cubs since July (and were quite sur- 


prised. The standing of that day showed 
that New York had won 4 and lost 13 games, 
while Chicago had won 38 and lost 26. That 
gave the Glants a lead of 14% games. 

Since that day and up to and including the 
Giants“ games of yesterday the Cubs have 
won N and lost 12 games, while the Giants 
have won 26 and lost 20. That means the 
Cubs have been going at a 705 pace for the 
last six weeks, while the percentage of the 


periority has enabled Chicago to cut the lead 
from 14% games to an even 5 games, 

Now then, Chance says there's no reason 
why the Cubs shouldn't continue that pace 
to the finish, If they do continue that pace 
they will wind up the season with 106 games 
won and 48 lost. giving them a fina) standing 
of .688. If the Giants continue at the same 
pace they have maintained since July ¢ they 
will wind up the season with 102 games wor 
and 52 lost for a final standing of .062. 


Zach to Play Forty-one Games. 
This means that tha Glants have to im- 
prove in order to stick in the lead. Both 


clubs have forty-one games left to play. In 
order for the Cube to keep up their merry clip, 
they must win 81 of the 41 games. In order for the 
Giants to beat the Cubs, providing the latter come 
up to the expectations of Manager Chance, they 
must win 27 of their 41 games, then they would 
wind up the year leading Chicago by one game. 

Consequently, on this basis of figuring, New 
York can lose only fourteen more games and stil) 
win the pennant. It means that the Giants must 
increase their pace by more than 10 per cent in 
order to win twenty-seven and lose only fourteen of 
thelr remaining forty-one games. Of course. 
should the Cubs fall below their present stride, it 
would be easier for MeGraw’s men to win out, and 
likewise, should the Cubs go still faster, the 
Giants would find it still harder to win, 

Of the forty-one games remaining on the sehedule 
of each team, five on each side are postponed games. 
Chicago has one postponed game with Pittsburgh, 
one with Philadelphia, two with Cineinnatl, and 
one with St. Louls. New Tork has three postponed 
games with Philadelphia and two with Boston. 

The Cubs’ toughest job of the remaining days 
of the season will be two series with the Pirates, 
Seven games are to be played with Fred Clarke's 
men, three in Pittsburgh and four here. The Cubs 
have nine games left with Cincinnati, seven with 
St. Louis, five with Brooklyn, and six with Boston. 
These are the apparently easy games, while there 
are only four left with the Phillies and only three 
with the Giants. 


Easy Games Ahead for Giants,
